T H E PU BLISH ER S A R E U PH ELD . 


The majority report of the house 
Investigating 
commit ie(‘ 
regarding 
the paper situation is just what the 
public expected; In fact, it is a lb- 
tie more than they have a right to 
expect, from 
politicians 
who would 
cut their right hand off before allow­ 
ing it to touch the sa-rcd tîoitf or to 
acknowledge the growth of condiHons 
which violate law and business jus­ 
tice tinder a lepnblican 
administra­ 
tion. 
But W'hile the majority report 
begs the wliolc 
(luestion 
Indore it, 
covering the existence of an unlaw 
ful combination of paper manulactur- 
ers and the removal of the tariff, 
k is of value as evidence from a hos 
tile source that the conpilaint of the 
publishers has solid iotindation. 
The imijority entered upon the In­ 
vestigation determined 
to deny the 
existence of a trust, if possible, and 
io prevent tauipering with the tar­ 
iff. The bias of this portion of the 
^ommittee has been 
maniiested fro 
quently, pat tictilarly by its chairman, 
Mr. Mann. Nevertludcss, it 
is forc­ 
ed unwillingly to admit that, 
while 
absolute proof has not been submit­ 
ted, that thm-e are indications of a 
combination among the 
mannfactur- 
ers which mav be unlawful and may 
help to account for the high pried of 
paper. 
The majority likewise ack- 
powdedge tliat the prices have 1-een 
raised greatly, and infer that the pro­ 
cess may have been ^iitlficial and ar- 
hltary. The tariff is the hard part. 
No orthodox » ‘'publican 
could 
ever 
admit that the tariff fostered unlaw 
ful combinations, 
and 
consequently 
we find the majority endeavoring to 
evade the i« siie 
by 
postponing its 
conclusions pending 
furtiier inv esti­ 
gation. thereby 
admitting indirectly 
the justice of the relief |t withholds 
from the puolishers. 
The minority reiiort 
courageously 
calls a spade by its name and states 
conditions with a fai’*ness and frank­ 
ness that is gratifying. .It finds pri­ 
ma facie evidence 
of 
an unlawful 
combination, citing the uniformity of 
prices, division of 
selling territory 
and collusive elevation of prices. It 
dissects the effects 
oi 
the tariff on 
the paper industry with remarkable 
clearness, its statement on. this i>oint 
being so convincing t|la% it is given 
here: 
“ We find that the existing duties 
liave raised the price of wood pulp 
and print paper, not 
only 
in Itseif, 
hut by giving to the paper manufa'^- 
iiiiers a slmlter Ix'hind which ihcy 
loubi organize 
combina*ions whicli. 
if m» i 
technically 
susceptible 
of 
ï*roo[ 
unlaw’ful trusts, are. in our 
fu inion. in reality such. It, is true 
thai tlu' tariff of hself might not ac 
count for the full adv« aiice iu pi Ice 
but the tariff, plus the tarlff-engen- 


dered combinations, 
do account for 
all of it. 
“ We find that the revenues deriv­ 
ed from the import 
duties on pulp 
and })rint paper are so small and the 
benefit to be obtained from the abo 
lition of those duties are so considei 
able that we 'irge the placing of pulp 
and printing paper on the free list. 
We believe that 
relief 
from exist­ 
ing 
conditions 
can 
be 
fully 
and 
[promptly secured only by the imme­ 
diate conside’’ation 
and 
passage of 
L. R. No. 18,008, in trodiiced by Mr. 
Stev ens.” 
The, hearing has. w’ithin the limita­ 
tion of time and 
the opporlunltlos 
presented, confirmed the publishers’ 
charges. No reasonable man could re­ 
fuse to believe the existence of an 
unlawful combination 
when 
it has 
been shown that the mannfactiirei^ 
have put up the price of paper far 
beyond the cost of production; 
that 
there is no competition among Am­ 
erican mills and that 
Canadian pro­ 
ducers pay the duty 
on 
paper and 
pulp and undersell the manufacturers 
on this side. It is hard to prove an 
unlawful combination 
of 
any kind, 
and the publishers did not expect to 
furnish evidence that would convjct 
iu court. This w’ork is properly the 
function of the department of justice 
and if it w'ere to 
diligently employ 
llie elaborate resources 
at 
its com 
mand for getting at facts of this iia 
lure it is c.ertain that a conspirnc.y 
in restraint of trade would be estab­ 
lished. 
The justness of the publishers* de­ 
mand for a .removal of the tariff is 
not open to debate. The opposition is 
so patently political that it excludes 
the possibility of merit.
